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1. EMBOFF APRIL 22 CONTACTED GEORGE ZOTIADIS, CHAIRMAN GOG 
INTER-MINISTERIAL COUNCIL ON LOS, IN ORDER REINFORCE POINTS 
MADE PARA THREE REFTEL. ZOTIADIS STATED IT HIS UNDERSTANDING 
THAT GOG WILL ACCEPT AGENDA AS CURRENTLY FORMULATED (I.E. NATO 
1995 AS AMENDED PARA TWO REFTEL) AND OFFER NO OPPOSITION TO IT. 

HE FURTHER ASSERTED HE DOES NOT EXPECT GREEK DELEGATION TO 
CREATE ANY DIFFICULTY " SHOULD STRAITS ISSUE BE RAISED BY OTHER 
DELEGATES UNDER COVER OF BROAD AGENDA ITEM FORMULATION. 

2. COMMENT: ZOTIADIS AFFIRMED THAT MFA OFFICIALS HERE FULLY 
EXPECT SOME DELEGATES TO RAISE STRAITS ISSUE DEPSITE FACT ITEM 
NOT SPECIFICALLY LISTED AS AGENDA ITEM. 
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
